Part of the Northwest Quarter of 
Section 26, Township 31 North, 

Range 12 East, in Allen County, 

Indiana, more particularly described 
as follows, to-wit: 


Commencing at the center of said 
Section 26; thence North on the 
East line of the Northwest Quarter, 
840.6 feet; thence West parallel 
with the South line of the said 
Northwest Quarter 567.05 feet for 
point of beginning, being the 
Southeast corner of the tract herein 
described; thence North 115.77 feet; 
thence West parallel with the South 
line of the said Northwest Quarter, 
to the center line of Wells Street 
as now established; thence South on 
the center line of Wells Street 115 
feet, thence East 343.6 feet, to the 
place of beginning;

(b) Said Resolution shall be referred to the Committee 
on Finance and. shall also be referred to the De¬ 
partment of Economic Development requesting a re¬ 
commendation from said department concerning the 
advisability of designating the above designated 
area an "Economic Revitalization Area"; 

(c) Common Council shall publish notice in accordance 
with I.C. 5-3-1 of the adoption and substance of 
this Resolution and setting this designation as an 
"Economic Revitalization Area" for public hearing; 

(d) If this Resolution involves an area that has al¬ 
ready been designated an allocation area under 
I.C. 36-7-14-39, then the Resolution shall be re¬ 
ferred to the Fort Wayne Redevelopment Commission 
and said designation as an "Economic Revitalization 
Area" shall not be finally approved unless said 
Commission adopts a resolution approving the peti¬ 
tion.
